the money the federal government 
spends annually in 
adm inistering 
crim inal justice is devoted to en ­ 
forcem ent of the prohibition 
laws. 
The governm ent’s efforts to m ain­ 
tain law and order last year cost 
$52,786,202 and $34.828.550 or 66 per 
cent, went for prohibition. 
No ef­ 
fort was made to determ ine w hat 
percentage of the $247,700.000 spent 
in 1930 by the N ation’s 365 leading 
cities was applied in this direction. 
But it was found th at the 11 states 
m aintaining state police forces were 
devoting 25.5 per cent of their ap ­ 
propriations for those forces t-o dry- 
law enforcement. These totalled $2,- 
660,000. 
Because of inadequate funds the 
commission found it impossible to 
determ ine how m uch money is di­ 
verted 
from 
useful 
channels 
by 
racketeering and organized extor­ 
tion but reported to the president 
th at the loss was most serious.

And sometimes I wondered if I 
might not be mistaken in my stub­ 
born refusal to worship the buz­ 
zing bee.

But now I know I was 
right all the time. Because only a 
few weeks ago I discovered that the 
bee isn’t even as clever as the ant.

It rose, 
it fell, it would not die away, it was 
a most pathetic, heart breaking 
whine.

They had climbed to the hive 
on a waving weed and were stream ­ 
ing in and out.

Nothing at all. They were whining, 
they were buzzing, they were meow­ 
ing for help.

Because

available ground, and in some cases 
have installed elaborate equipment 
with which to coax the yellow gold 
from 
its hiding 
place. 
Rockers, 
sluice boxes. Long Toms and mod­ 
ern gold machines are a common 
sight along French Creek, Potato 
Gulch and Bear Creek. 
Miners claim th at they are mail­ 
ing 
good 
wages. 
Henry 
Raver, 
whose dairy farm supplied Presi­ 
dent Coolidge with milk while he 
was at the state lodge, found placer 
mining more proftiable than dairy 
farming. 
Average of $2 a Yard 
He has been averaging about $2 
a yard, and is reported to have 
made as much as $25 in a day. On 
this farm $40,000 in gold was mined 
in the ’70s during a single month. 
“Potato Creek” Johnny Perrett, a 
veteran Black Hill« prospector, re­ 
cently found a nugget valued at $150, 
another at $40 and last year he sold 
one worth $250. Other prospectors 
in the Potato Creek district aver­ 
age from $5 to $8 a day. 
Various Methods 
The prospectors use various m eth­ 
ods, the favorite, commonest and 
least 
expensive 
being 
the 
pick, 
shovel and gold pan method. By 
this method the miner picks loose 
the 
rocks, 
shovels 
coarse 
gravel 
into 
his pan, takes it to the side 
of a running stream and lets the 
water do the work. 
A modern machine is in use on 
French Creek. The ore is shovelled 
into an ore bin, and from the bin 
into a funnel where water washes 
the dirt into a large circular, ro tat­ 
ing 
machine 
which operates 
by 
centrifugal force in much the same 
manner as a cream separator. The 
whirling bowl is cleaned out each 
night and a little panning separates 
the gold from the gravel.

Judge Chides Citizens 
Who Blame Prohibition 
For Growth Of Rackets 


Jurist Who Sentenced “ Legs !J Diamond Issues Plea For 
More Strict Observance Of All Laws 


WHICH WOULD YOU 
RATHER DO? 


By RICHARD J. HOPKINS 
Judge U. S. District Court, Kansas 
Some well-meaning people appear 
to ascribe most of the racketeering 
to the prohibition law. To my mind 
such suggestion 
or 
argument 
is 
wholly illogical. Many of the worst 
rackets have no connection in the 
world with prohibition. 
The recent shooting of children by 
gangsters in New York was. of 
course, one of the most atrocious 
things that could happen in civilized 
community. It ought to bring the 
people of New York to a realization 
that racketeering and the activity 
of gangsters must in some way be 
curbed and brought to an end. 
There may be various ways of do­ 
ing this. If I were asked for a sug­ 
gestion. my first thought would be 
that all people in Newr York should 
begin a strict observation of our laws 
and to urge upon their neighbors 
and friends that they do likewise. 
Where one citizen claims the right 
to disregard a law w’hich is distaste­ 
ful to him, he must, of necessity, 
consider that his neighbor has a 
similar right to select laws which 
he may also disregard. 
Under our constitutional form of 
government, neither has such a right 
and if each person is permitted to 
select what he may feel is a distaste­ 
ful law which he may disregard, wfe 
would eventually have anarchy and 
chaos. If the situation here were 


not so serious, it would, in a mea­ 
sure, be amusing. Highly respectable 
citizens get together and while they 
violate the law with impunity, dis­ 
cuss with all seriousness how others 
disregard other laws. 
New York today is reaping the 
whirlwind of her own sowing, and 
while she howls and wails about 
racketeers and gangsters, she still 
sits on her ant hill and continues to 
violate with impunity many of the 
laws and statute books. 
It goes without saying that the 
vast majority of the citizens of this 
city are upright, honest and. in most 
instances, abide by all of the laws, 
but while they go serenely about 
their business, the grafter, the rack­ 
eteer and the gangster ply their ne­ 
farious trades upon business and so­ 
ciety. 
The honest, and law-abiding citi­ 
zens of New York should arouse 
themselves, organize, select 
their 
leaders and never stop in their en­ 
deavors until crime and debauchery 
have been driven from the city’s 
midst. The so-called “speakeasy” 
which, like the old saloon, is a breed­ 
ing place of debauchery and crime, 
the congregating place of racketeers 
and gangsters, should be driven out. 
Men and women who consider them­ 
selves 
respectable 
should 
realize 
that patronizing such places is en­ 
couraging and helping to continue 
the lawdess system with which the 
city seems infested.

sweets. 
Children instinctively like 
r ndy: it is high-powered gasoline 
/or them : concentrated energy. You 
do not have to keep the box of candy 
out of reach of the 50-year-old. 
So vegetables become more and 
more, as life advances, the diet of 
the middle-aged. This, too, perhaps 
is instinctive, because m any physi­ 
cians believe they tend to prevent 
the degenerative diseases of th at 
period of life—high blood pressure, 
kidney disease, heart degeneration, 
etc.

bulk, carbohydrates and vitam ins 
The carbohydrates are the fuel of 
the body. Not the only fuel, but the 
cesilv 
utilized fuel—the high-test 
gasoline. The carbohydrates of veg­ 
etables are in the form of starches 
and not so simple chemically as the 
carbohydrates of fruits, which are in 
the form of sugars.

I see th a t the School M aster at 
H arrisburg, more fam iliar known as 
“My Policies Pinchot” is again giv­ 
ing the State and Nation, the bene­ 
fit of his Fatherly advice.

The Governor s requirem ent of an 
oath from all his appointees to sup­ 
port “my policies” is an example of 
the most colossal egotism in 
the 
political history of the state. It has 
no example since the days of abso­ 
lute m onarchy when the appointee 
was required to take an absolute 
oath of fealty to the King as his 
Lord and M aster.

Penn­ 
sylvania, as one of the 
W’ealthiest 
states in the Union pays a very large 
per capita tax to the National Gov­ 
ernm ent. Under the Pinchot sugges­ 
tion, the money paid to the National 
Governm ent would be largely used 
n relieving the less fortunate states. 
W ith a Treasury full and over 
flowing, are the People of Pennsyl­ 
vania willing to go begging of the 
N ational Governm ent for a dole in 
aid of our local poor. If the Gover­ 
nor’s appeal is intended for less for­ 
tunate states, than Pennsylvania, 
it would come with 
better

Scriptures Printed 
In 919 Tongues 


(International News Service) 
NE WYORK. Aug. 21—The Bible 
or some part of it has appeared in 
919 languages aind dialects accord­ 
ing to a statem ent issued by the 
American Bible Society from its 
headquarters, 
Bible 
House, 
here. 
This figure, in which no duplication 
of languages or dialects occurs, rep­ 
resents the publications of the three 
major Bible Societies functioning 
throughout the world: the American 
Bible Society, the British and For­ 
eign Bible Society, the National 
Bible Society of Scotland, as well 
as some missionary organizations 
and others. 
Thp latest beok from the press 
is the Gospel of St. Mark in Atche, 
a dialect used by one of the tribes 
on the French Ivory Coast of Africa 
Of the more than 500 languages and 
dialects spoken in Africa only about 
275 have been published, while a 
large percentage of the remaining 
have not yet been reduced to writing. 
India has the Scriptures printed 
in only 111 languages although there 
are 179 languages and hundreds of 
dialects spoken in this thickly popu­ 
lated land. According to the state­ 
ment there are millions of Indians 
throughout South America who have 
no Scriptures in their various dia­ 
lects.

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Gas Tax 7 Cents Per 
Gallon In Florida, 
Says Mrs. Humphrey 


In an Interesting letter to the 
News. Mrs. K. C. Humphrey, a 
Lawrence 
county 
resident

.spends considerable time in Florida 
wTltes the interesting fact that gas 
tax in the alligator state is now 
seven cents per gallon, which Is 
more than half the total cost of gas 
in Pennsylvania, Including tax. The 
letter follows: 
St. Cloud, Fla. 
Aug. 15. 
Editor the News: 
New Caslte. Pa. 
Now that the worst seems past 
we will report that we have all sur­ 
vived the hot weather although it 
has been as unusally dry and hot 
this summer as it was cold and wet 
last winter. June and July, when the 
summer rains are due was the hot­ 
test in the records of the Tampa 
W eather Bureau. At present we are 
getting enough rain, the temperature 
has gone down considerably and we 
arc, in consequence, much more 
comfortable. The storm, down among 
the West India Islands, about which 
the weather bureau at Washington 
has been issuing bulletins for a week, 
is probably responsible for the gusty 
little rains of the la.st few days. Just 
now there is one in sight in the 
north west and another w'hich comes 
half way acros.s the lake, while the 
sun is shining here. 
The “Thursday” bunch has been 
active in spite of the heat. Fishing 
has been poor at times but one dis­ 
couraging trip may be followed with 
one so successful th at it renews 
hope, and almost every Thursday 
finds at least part of the party out 
somewhere. After several years ab­ 
sence we spent a day at Canoe 
creek. We found the water higher 
than when we were there last but 
did not let that prevent us from 
hunting out the old catfish hole 
and came home with a good string, 
and also a four foot alligator which 
Mr. McKay shot after it insisted 
on eating our bait and bobbers both.

fishing ground remains to be seen. 
We have made several trips to 
the old Sebastian river bridge, with 
varying success, but there is always 
something interesting there. Last 
time it was “Hermit” crabs, which 
a negro was using for bait. I haven’t 
had a chance to read up on them 
so won’t attem pt to discuss them. 
Last week on the beach at the ocean, 
Mrs. Slaugenhaupt and I amused 
ourselves by tramping sand into 
crab holes we found in great num ­ 
bers just above the line of high tide. 
We were soon rewarded by seeing 
i the small housekeepers undoing our 
mischief. I wonder If I can draw 
a picture of that particular crab 
so you can enjoy his for her) per­ 
formance. They ran through quite 
a range of sizes but one description 
will fit them all. ’The larger one was 
something like this. 'Take a biscuit; 
a small one such as we bake to 
drop into chicken gravy. Mark out 
on it a quaint Brownie face, make 
the eyes of the fuse end of large 
sized matches leaving them pro­ 
trude an eighth of an inch, then 
fasten legs, I didn’t count how manv 
—on two opposite sides and finish 
with a pair of crab pinchers, one on 
each side with the legs.. He w'alks 
sideways, with w^hichever lot of legs 
happens to be on the side nearest 
the point he wants to reach. He 
would come to the mouth of his hole, 
look around and I think there was 
a reprctóichful glint in his eyes w-hen 
they turned our way. He carried 
his load, about a spoonful of sand, 
clasped to his body-face in the el­ 
bow' joint of the pinchers on the side 
he w'asn’t w’alking with.

It was indicated in council session 
at the city building today that sol- 
ons will make a fight fcM* the reduc­ 
tion of electric light rates here as 
Solicitor White was instructed

gather data concerning the cost of 
electricity in other cities in Penn­ 
sylvania and Ohio, 
According to a wHincilmanic state­ 
ment the cost of electricity here con­ 
sumes one fifth of the taxes collect­ 
ed.

Pennsylvania F^wer company Is en­ 
titled to a fair return on their in­ 
vestment. 
“We should pay ‘so much per kil- 
owat hmir, we use” Wlilte declared. 
He informed city fathers that the 
‘question of rates is not subject to 
contract* and added that “we’re pay­ 
ing too much.” Councilman Burns 
then declared that one 
fifth 
of 
taxes here went for the payment of 
electric bills.

had discussed ‘electric light’ with an 
official from Lebanon. Pa., during 
the convention of Pennsylvania cit­ 
ies of the Third class at Bradford, 
Pa., recently.

“Ellwood City has a good method” 
declared Solicitor White.

Stressed As Real Help 
In Industries Of Today 


Greater Opportdhity For Personal Acquaintance With 
Workers Exists In Small Plants, Secretary Asserts

M utual understanding and tre a t­ 
m ent of problems affecting the re­ 
lationships between employers and 
employes in any establishm ent are, 
to my mind, ever of vital Import­ 
ance; because no business or under­ 
taking whiqh calls for the united 
efforts of 
its 
principals can 
be 
wholly successful unless there exists 
within a real spirit of co-operation 
and good will. 
Men and m anagem ent engaged In 
any line of business are prim arily 
actuated by the desire for personal 
gain. This desire, however, in our 
enlightened day m ust ever be m odi­ 
fied by the personal respect which 
each group owes to the other. 
The returns for service may be 
designated as profits or earnings; 
but any commercial business m ust 
show satisfactory financial returns 
if it is to 'exist and advance, and 
otherwise fill its proper place in the 
industrial or business field. When 
contented and satisfied workers are 
allied with fair dealing and consid­ 
erate employers, the combination is 
an unbeatable one. 
This is equally true in great estab­ 
lishments, just as it is in those th at 
are called small plants or establish­ 


ments. The only difference, as I see 
it, is th at it is easier to m aintain a 
spirit or good will, fair dealing and 
co-operation in the so-called smaller 
plants th an in the great enterprises 
or plants where the employed are 
unknown to the owners and respon­ 
sible m anagers of industry. 
In the smaller m anufacturing es­ 
tablishm ents— and there are nearly 
200,000 of these in our country whose 
workers num ber less th an 500 each, 
the elem ent of personal acquaint­ 
anceship between workers and m an­ 
agements still obtains as to the 
earlier days of our industrial history, 
when a close understanding, even as 
to personal traits and tendencies, 
made for a m aximum spirit of equity 
between the principals. 
W herever this relationship exits— 
and It can always exist in the so- 
called businesses—it should be easy 
to m aintain the proper personnel 
understanding which is so essential 
if those directly concerned in the 
business are to be benefited to the 
fullest extent in the advancem ent of 
the enterprise and the welfare of its 
workers. A friendly interest in the 
worker and his problems autom ati­ 
cally begets a keen interest on the 
part of the worker for his employ­ 
ers’ interests.

21.—Two 
brown jugs filled to the top with 
gold coins totalling $6,028 and found 
hidden 
underground 
here 
have 
started authorities into searching 
old laws to determine which of six 
claimants to the “treasure” is en­ 
titled to it. 
The jugs were buried, it is believ­ 
ed, 50 years ago by Peter T. Leeds, 
a physician and 
pioneer resident. 
Theywere found several weeks ago by 
workmen digging a sewer trench in 
the center of the business district, 
I which at one time 
was 
part 
of 
Leed’s land 
E. G. Jack and James J Rogers, 
the two workmen 
who found the 
jugs, discovered 
them 
when 
the 
spade of one of 
them 
scraped 
against their sides. 
Immediately there was a minia­ 
ture gold rush, but it finally subsid­ 
ed and was followed by disputes over 
ownership. 
Alexander Booth, present owner of 
the property, not only claimed the 
gold, but took possession of it. No 
sooner had Booth tucked the “find” 
away than a second claimant ap­ 
peared in the person of officials of 
Sangamon county. They based the 
county claim on an 1874 law pro­ 
viding that found property belongs 
to the county unless the original 
possessor of the land, or his heirs, 
make a claim. They also contended 
that ownership would have to be 
proved by the original possessor, or 
his heirs. 
While Booth and county officials 
wrangled, two granddaughters of 
Leeds, who died 50 years ago, start­ 
ed court proceedings to gain the 
gold. 
Then came Jack and Rogers who 
filed a trover suit, claiming that 
under an old English law' the find­ 
er of “hidden treasure” is entitled 
to keep it.

Eleven years after Christ’s ascen­ 
sion and command to His disciples 
to be His witnesses “unto the utter­

ture” the Apostle Peter had to be 
given a special vision from heaven 
to teach him thaat men of other 
races than his own w^ere not unclean 
in God’s sight, and not unfit for 
him to enter into their homes to 
bring them the blessings of the gos­ 
pel and its means of grace. 
Yes, 


prejudice died hard in those days! 
And that human nature has 
not 
changed greatly in the meantime is 
evidenced by such signs as “Chris­ 
tians Only”, indicating the restric­ 
tions still laid down by one group 
against another of different race or 
creed or cloro. 
Clean And Unclean 
Peter tells us how' enlargement of 
sympathy for other races came to 
him: 
“I was in the city of Joppa 
praying: and in a trance I saw a 
vision, a certain vessel descending. 


and creeping things and fowls of the 
heaven. 
And I heard also a voice 
saying unto me, Rise, Peter, kill and 
eat. 
But I said. Not so, Lord, for 
nothing common or unclean hath 
ever entered into my mouth. 
But 
a voice answered a second time out 
of heaven, What God hath cleansed 
make not thou common.” 
Thus God prepared Peter to meet 
a deputation of gentiles who were 
even then at the door of his lodging 
with a request from Cornelius, a 
Roman centurion of Caesarea, that 
he come down to his home with the 
gospel message of salvation. With­ 
out the preparatory vision and voice 
Peter’s prejudice would have forbid­ 
den such a ministry to races he 
would have regarded “common or 
unclean”. 
But the vision and voice 
led him to venture into new prac­ 
tices. 
“And the Spirit bade me go 
with them, making no distinction. 
The Gentile Pentecost 
Peter's preaching of the gospel to 
this gentile household was received 
by them with such genuine repent­ 
ance of sin and yielding of hearts to 
Christ in faith that the Holy Spirit 
came upon them even as upon the 
apostles on the day of Pentecost: 
“And as I began to speak, the Holy 
Ghost fell on them, as on us at the 
beginning,” and “God gave 
unto 
them 
the like gift as He did also 
unto us, when w’e believed on the 
Lord Jesus Christ”. 
Whether the 
Spirit manifested His presence by 
tongues of fire or not. it was another 
Pentecost, this time for gentiles. The 
evidence was so conclusive that not 
only Peter’s prejudice vanished, but 
also that of the Jerusalem church, 
which was ready to discipline Peter 
for thus surrendering his prejudice 
and “making no distinction”. Their 
verdict as they glorified God, was 
Then to the gentiles also hath God 
granted repentance unto life.” 
If prejudice of race or creed or 
color still persists it is because men 
refuse to yield to the visions and 
voices given them from 
heaven. 
They have not yielded to the spirit 
of Christ, “For He is our peace, who 
made both one. and brake down the 
middle wall of partition.” 
(The International Uniform les­ 
son for August 23 is Acts 11:5-18, 
the subject being “A Gospel for All 
Men.” and the Golden Text Rom. 
10:12, “For there is no difference 
between the Jew and the Greek: for 
the same Lord over all is rich unto 
all that call upon Him. )

Incidentally, Colonel Carlos Men- 
dieta, who opposed President Meno- 
cal’s administration to the extent of 
heading a formidable, though ulti­ 
mately unsuccessful rebellion against ] 
it in 1917, but readily became chief 
lieutenant of the movement to over­ 
throw' Machado in Menocal’s favor, 
always has called himself a nation­ 
alist. if that means anything.

Washington diplomacy’s principal 
urge, throughout the entire period 
of Cuba’s plainly growing dissatis­ 
faction with the Machado regime, 
unquestionably has been to avoid 
being dragged into the island re­ 
public’s troubles. 
It is easy to understand United 
States officialdom’s 
objection 
to 
having any share in them. 
Intervention by this government 
in the affairs of any of the other 
new world peoples is chancy business 
—expensive, 
unprofitable 
(except, 
usually, to a few selfish interests) 
and bound to be severely criticized, 
at home and abroad. 
Still, as a 
military proposition 
it 
does not 
amount to much in a little country 


like Nicaragua, with 
about 
San 
Francisco’s number of inhabitants. 
Policing Cuba, however, with a pop­ 
ulation approximating the whole of 
California’s, is something of an un­ 
dertaking.

Moreover, alone among the Latin 
American states, Cuba concedes (it 
was a condition upon which semi- 
mdependenee was accorded to the 
island) 
the 
right 
of 
the United 
States to employ force to maintain 
its government in the face of inter­ 
nal disorder. 
The supposition is that it is a 
right which will be exercised in any 
serious emergency. 
The Cuban government takes it for 
granted, and so do the Cuban peo­ 
ple. 
Consequently, if the Havana ad­ 
ministration misgovern, as Presi­ 
dent Machado’s has been widely ac­ 
cused of doing, the United States is 
blamec! for upholding it. And It gen­ 
erally is agreed, even here, that the 
Machado regime almost inevitably 
w'ould have been kicked out long 
ago, but for the fact that Cubans 
believed American marines would be 
landed to help him at the first sign 
of real danger to his authority.

Washington statesmanship, in the 
days immediately following the war 
with Spain, doubtless considered it­ 
self exceedingly clever in making 
this arrangement, but its more re­ 
cent effect has been to place upon 
the state department a certain sort 
of responsibility for conditions not 
very well within its control.

Heavy Fine For 
Revolver In Car 


New Law Designed To Act 
As Curb On Racketeer 
And Gunman 


Anyone carrying a firearm in an 
automobile after August 31 with­ 
out a license 
or permission from 
police is subject to a maximum fine 
of $3,000 or a jail sentence of three 
years. 
This provision is part of 
the uniform firearms act passed by 
the recent session of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Legislature.* 
It was signed 
by Governor Pinchot and goes into 
effect September 1. 
Thousands of motorists who carry 
guns in their cars for protection on 
the highways will have to procure 
licenses from municipal police chiefs 
or county sheriffs, or leave their 
weapons at home. 
Firearms may 
be carried or cancealed in 
fixed 
places rf u*-siness or in homes. 
Cannot Rem m Marks 
The law is designed to have dras­ 
tic effects on the racketeer, gun­ 
man, highway robbers, pawnshops 
and all other dealers in 
firearms. 
Each dealer must pay a yearly fee of 
ten dollars to handle firearms and 
permits may be revoked at any time. 
Pawnshops will have to be licensed 
or cease handling guns under the 
new ’\w. 
The act also 
provides 
punishment for anyone convicted of 
altering or removing any mark of 
identification of firearms. 
On payment of fees of fifty cents, 
motorists may procure licenses 
to 
1 carry arms in their cars if they can 
demonstra f** to police officers that 
they fear violence to themselves or 
their property, or if they can furnish 
any other good reason for needing 
weapons. 
The law instructs offi­ 
cers to deny this privilege to hab­ 
it”- ’ use** of intoxicants, to dope 
addicts, to persons under 18 years 
of age, to persons ever convicted of 
a crime or to persons of unsound 
mind. 
Hunters may procure licenses to 
carry their guns without payment 
c: the fee bu* they must first show 
their hunting licenses. 
All fees 
collected for firearms permits are 
to be paid to county treasurers.

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Giant Plan To Harness Colorado 
Water Flow For California And 
Mexico Awaits Pact With U. S.

MEXICO CITY, Aug 21.—A plan 
presented to the Mexican govern­ 
ment and which may later be sub­ 
mitted for consideration at W ash­ 
ington, proposes to secure distribu­ 
tion of the Colorado river water 
supply in California and Lower Cali­ 
fornia at much less cost than hith­ 
erto considered possible. 
It offers also speedy settlement 01 
the vexing frontier water problem 
between the United States and Mex­ 
ico without infringing on any bene­ 
fits to be derived from the Hoover 
or Boulder dam. 
Submitted to the federal govern­ 
ment by J. C Allison of Los Angeles 
and San Diego, international con­ 
sulting engineer for many years m 
charge of the Colorado river water 
supply on both sides of the border, 
the plan was recommended by the 
foreign office here as worthy of 
itudy 
and 
consideration. 
Allison, 
after securing official consent to 
head a commission of Mexican and 
American engineers for the testing 
and further study of his plan, went 
to Washington to lay the ground 
work there for the promotion of his 
project. 
. 
. 
The Allison plan, in brief, pro­ 
poses to harness the rich flow of 
the Colorado river by bottling 
it 
up with dam and reservoir at a 
convenient point in Mexican ten i- 
torv for cheap and facile distribu­ 
tion to cities and farms in Lower 
California, particularly San Diego 
and Los Angeles, 
It would eliminate in a general 
way the necessity of building the 
so-called all-American canal, which 
calls for irrigation of the Imperial 
and Cochilla valleys at an estimated 
cost of some $40,000,000 and con­ 
struction of a water supply system 
for the city of Los Angeles at an es­ 
timated cost of $200,000,000. 
Under the plan a reservoir one- 
fiilh the capacity of the Boulder 
dam would be constructed 10 miles 
south of the international border of 
Lower California and only 40 miles 
from where the river at present 
empties into the Gulf of Lower Cali­ 
fornia. 
The selected spot is in a 
mountainous district which already 
presents a natural reservoir requir­ 
ing a dyke at its southern end, and

which can be constructed for less 
than $1,000,000. 
It is claimed that 
the network of canals and pumping 
plants necessary for the water dis­ 
tribution can be completed also at 
half the cost of the sum deemed nec­ 
essary 
under other 
contemplated 
projects. 
Allison originally submitted his 
plan to the Mexican Department of 
Agriculture, but because of the in­ 
ternational angle involved it 
was 
referred to President Ortiz Rubio 
and then passed on to the foreign 
office. 
The latter branch of 
the 
government and the international 
water commission 
tentatively en­ 
dorsed the project, with a full and 
detailed report promised by the in­ 
terested engineers not later 
than 
October. 
After that the question 
of embodying it in the contemplated 
international w-ater wreaty pending 
disposition between Mexico and the 
United States for the past tw'o years 
becomes the most important. 
Obviously Los Angeles, San Diego 
and the other southern California 
communities would decline to even 
consider the plan unless it becomes 
embodied in an international ivater 
treaty arrangement, in view of the 
fact that as a replacement measure 
it offers a water supply system for 
southern 
California 
the 
base 
of 
which would be located in Mexico. 
Supporters of the Allison plan ar­ 
gue that through a lateral canal 
system an abundant supply of water 
can be diverted to Mexican lands as 
well as those of the Imperial and 
Cochilla valleys. 
They point out 
that the system could be utilized also 
as the .terminous of the Colorado 
river flood control measures to be 
undertaken jointly by both govern­ 
ments, thus effecting the saving of 
millions of dollars through solution 
of two problems jointly. 
A group of Americans interested 
in lands both south and north of 
the international boundary line have 
already spent $30,000 investigating 
the Colorado river possibilities and 
are said to be willing to spend the 
additional 
$200,000 necessary 
for 
complete investigation of the Allison 
plan, provided it is embodied in the 
international treaty. 
Available information here indi­ 
cated that under the all-American 
project the cost of bringing water 
from the Colorado river to Los An­ 


geles would be roughly $36 an acre 
foot. 
Allison promoters claim that 
the same service and water amount 
can be furnished Los Angeles under 
their plan at $12 an acre foot. 
The projected Los Angeles canal 
route is mapped from Parker, Ariz., 
across the desert through the moun­ 
tains to a point near the city, a total 
distance of 265 miles. From there it 
will have to be redistributed to San 
Diego and other coastal points. 
The Allison plan, experts state, 
would not in any way interfere with 
distribution of the Colorado river 
water among the American states. 
In other words, the Allison project 
does not affect the Colorado river 
pact and the provisions of the Boul­ 
der Canyon act, because jt proposes 
to make use only of such waters as 
would otherwise flow into the ocean.

Becomes Bride

DENVER, Col., Aug. 21.—Denver’s 
first ‘‘incubator baby” has become a 
bride. 
When Rose Mary Fouts, 18, re­ 
cently stepped to the altar with 
William D. Pedrick of Atlanta, Ga. 
no one unacquainted with her life 
story could have guessed that at 
one time she had weighed but 28 
ounces and that Denver physicians 
had said it would be impossible to 
save her life. 
That was in the early days of the 
human incubator. A Denver amuse­ 
ment park was exhibiting a group of 
babies being reared under artificial 
living conditions. 
Little Rose Mary was placed in 
the incubator. 
One 
by one 
the 
other babies died. Rose Mary hung 
on the slender thread of life, aided 
by oxygen and artificial heat. 
After months she reached 
the 
point of development a normal baby 
reaches at birth. 
Physicians were 
still skeptical, A heart disorder de­ 
veloped. 
Rose Mary was taken to 
Dayton, O., and recovered. 
When she was four years old the 
little girl was exhibited in a Dayton 
store as a live model for dolls’ 
clothes. 
By the time she was eight years 
old Rose Mary had reached normal 
weight and development. Since then 
she has attended school regularly, 
and last year was a student in a 
Denver high school. 
Pedrick is the son of Mrs. Ora 
Pedrick and grandson of the late 
William D. Pedrick, for many years 
a prominent newspaperman in the 
east.

Educators Of 
World To Have 
Paid Officer

DENVER. Colo.. 
Aug. 
21.—The 
World Federation of Educational 
Associations, which Dr. Augustus O. 
Thomas, superintendent of schools 
for the state of Maine, organized at 
San Francisco in 1923, was recently 
reorganized in Denver to make room 
for the many functions which have 
crept into the organization’s activi­ 
ties since its founding. 
The principal change made at the 
Denver meeting was in the adminis­ 
tration 
of 
the 
federation. 
Dr. 
Thomas, who has served as presi­ 
dent 
since the 
organization was 
founded, was succeeded by Dr. Paul 
Monroe of Columbia University. The 
position of secretary-general, with 
an annual salary of $12,000 was then 
created and offered to Dr. Thomas. 
Dr. 
Thomas told 
International 
News Service that he would decide 
later whether or not he would ac­ 
cept the offer. 
Educators from all parts of the 
world attended the Denver meeting, 
among them such colorful and va­ 
ried personalities as P. Seshadri, 
turbaned educator from Cawnpore, 
India; Dr, C. C. Chen, official repre­ 
sentative of the Chinese govern­ 
ment; Dr. Gabino A. Palma of the 
University of Mexico and Dr. Otto 
Tacke, German delegate. 
The total attendance was slightly 
less than 4,000. While this was not 
as large an attendance as was pre­ 
sent at some of the previous meet­ 
ings of the group, Dr. Thomas ex­ 
pressed himself as well pleased. 
Many educators, however, came long 
distances to Denver in spite of ad­ 
verse ecomomic conditions prevail­ 
ing in their profession. 
England, 
for instance, sent between 30 and 
40 delegates in spite of the fact that 
English teachers are facing a 10 
per cent cut in salaries. 
The federation is divided into de­ 
partm ental groups to facilitate dis­ 
cussions of subjects in which dele­ 
gates may be interested. 
Subjects 
discussed at the Denver meeting 
were as varied as the interests of 
the 
delegates. 
The 
teaching of 
League of Nations doctrines occa­ 
sioned 
* considerable 
discussion. 
Teaching native children in India 
to use the toothbrush, dress reform 
for 
women’s gymnasium 
classes, 
night schools, teachers* salaries and 
the relation of vocational training 
to industry were among the subjects 
discussed. 
Several alterations to the consti­ 
tution of the federation were con­ 
sidered and recommended for con­ 
sideration at the next meeting. One 
of these was a proposal that the 
president should hold office from 
one conference to the next and 
should not be eligible for re-election. 
A new board of directors to serve 
until the next biennial meeting, was 
chosen at the meeting here. 
The 
new board is made up of Harry 
Charlesworth, Canada; Count Hiro- 
taro Hayashi, Japan; Thomas Hen­ 
derson, Scotland; Dr. P. W. Kuo, 
China; 
Angus Roberts, England; 
Thomas P. O’Connell, Ireland; Dr. 
Otto Tacke, Germany, and Mrs. 
Annie C. Woodward, United States. 
Charlesworth, 
Kuo 
and 
Roberts 
were named vice-presidents.

WASHINGTON Aug. 21.—The Cu- 
, ban National Committee on calen- 
I dar simplification 
appointed 
two 
years ago by President Machado has 
joined the list of national commit­ 
tees that have reported in favor ot 
the adoption of the 13 months fixed 
calendar. 
The Cuban government has just 
transm itted the report to the League 
of Nations and also to the Pan-Am­ 
erican Union, the latter action be­ 
ing taken in accord with a recom­ 
mendation of the last Pan-American 
Congress that the American states 
prepare to participate in the inter­ 
national conference on calendar re­ 
form, which is to take place at Gen­ 
eva in October. 
The report states that, after giv­ 
ing wide publicity to the proposals 
to simplify the calendar, the Com­ 
mittee distributed an informative 
questionnaire in all circles, includ­ 
ing religious. “The result” it says, 
“was favorable to reform by a large 
majority, almost all the entities and 
persons who answered deciding in 
favor of the year of 13 months. 
“After a lengthy exchange of ideas 
the committee agreed unanimously 
that Cuba should adhere to the pro­ 
posed simplification of the calendar, 
the one of the year of 13 months, 
seeming the most suitable, that is. 
the International Fixed Calendar of 
Cotsworth.”
